How to Make Use of Leftovers 
You Reafly Can’t Can. 

NO ADULTERATION IS HERE. 


Experts Toll Us How to Use Poolinfls, 
Apple Cores end Nubby Fruits to 
Make Enough “Sour" to Last an En¬ 
tire Year. 

[Prepared by Ualverslty of California.] 
Vinegar can b« made In the household 
from many waste fruits that are not 
•uitable for canning or Jelly making. 

For example, fruit peelings, cores, etc., 
can be used to advantage. In certain 
seasons of the year grapes can be ob 
taiued for a very moderate price and 
can be used for vinegar making. 

Vinegar from whoie fruit: 

Crush the fruit thoroughly and heat 
it almost to boiling. Press it out 
through a jelly bag or cloth while the 
fruit is stiU hot. Allow the Juice to 
cool overnight in a quiet place. On the 
following day add a cake of compressetl 
yeast to each three gallons of Juice. One 
yeast cake will be enough for three gal 
Ions, but will not be too much for 
quantities less than three gallons 
Crush the yeast up in the Juice so that 
It is intimately mixed with it. A wootl 
en bucket or bftrrel or a stoneware 
crock should be used. Do not use a 
kettle that Is made of metal to hold the 
Juice. Allow the Juice to ferment. This t 
will take about ten or twelve hours. 
When the fermentation is over add to 
«ach three gallons of the fennentetl 
Juice a quart of strong vinegar. If less 
than three gallons is made add the 
vinegar in the same proportion. Leave 
the vinegar In an open crock or barrel, 
covering the container with cheesecloth 
to keep out Insects. Allow it to stand 
until it is sour enough to use. In mak¬ 
ing up a second lot of vinegar after the 
first has been made it will be possible 
merely to ferment the Juice with the 
compressed yeast as described above 
and then add a quart of the homemade 
vinegar Instead of vinegar that is 
bought at the store. Thus the only 
vinegar needed to start the home vine¬ 
gar is the ars/quart of vinegar. Under 
no conditions should the vinegar be 
added to the Juice until the yeast fer¬ 
mentation is over. The vinegar will 
kill the yeast fermentation and prevent 
the making of vinegar If it is added 
before the yeast fermentation is over. 
The yeast fermentation is complete 
when the liquid no longer gives off bub¬ 
bles of gas and when there is no longer 
a taste of sugar. 

Vinegar from fruit scraps: 

Such scraps as i)each peelings, apple 
cores, etc., can be used for making vine¬ 
gar. Sugar, however, must be added In 
this case. To every cupful of fruit 
ccrai)s add about three cupfuls of water 
and boll for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Press out the watery Juice. To this 
Juice add about a pint of sugar to the 
’ gallon and dissolve. Allow to cool over¬ 
night. Add comi ressed yeast and pro¬ 
ceed as directed lor fruit Juice vinegar. 
The vinegar made in this way will not 
be so good ns tlmt made from the whole ' 
fruit, but still a very palatable product 
can be produced. 

Mint, basil, maijoram. tarragon and 
aasturtium leaves added to these vine¬ 
gars, left two or tliriH' wisd^s and then 
strained olY. add a tine tiavor to all 
salad dressings. 

THE LOST TRIBES. 


A Mystery of the Hebrew People That 
Has Defied Solution. 

The ‘‘lost tribes”—or at least part of 
them—remain a mystery to Eils day. 

A portion of tlte Hebrew people—the 
tribes of Judah and Benjamin-return¬ 
ed from exile and became the ances¬ 
tors of the Jewish people. The story 
of their return is recorded in the books 
of Ezra and Nehemiah. 

Others, probably some of them be¬ 
longing to the mlssUig tribes of the 
northern kingdom, are believed to have 
returned from still remoter lauds and 
mixed with the Jews in Palestine 
again (see Luke li, 80), while a few at 
least probably mingled with the mixed 
population with which the king of As- 
eyria colonized Samaria and who be¬ 
came the ancestors of the Samaritans. 
Many, however, remained in the Assy¬ 
rian empire and lived in colonies 
throughout the easL I 

Various writers have claimed that | 
traces of them bad been found among 
the Afghans and also among the Tar¬ 
tars, the Nestorlans and in India and 
Africa, but thetw are rather specula¬ 
tive ideas than substantial evidence. 
Josephus, the Jewish historian, wrote 
that the habitable globe was so fuU of 
Jews that there was scarcely a comer 
of the great Roman world empire 
where they might not be found.— 
Christian Herald.

Writing from a section of the battle- 
front where the Germans are making 
their most determined resistance to

An iron ring, bearing inscriptions 
in German and an Iron cross, was 
found Sunday on the path to Camp 
Fremont. A lumber handler employed 
by the Dudfield mill in Palo Alto 
picked It up and, afraid to have It 
found in his possession, turned it 
over to J. H. Jury, who is prizing it 
as a souvenir and mystery. 

On one side of the ring, already 
badly worn, was inscribed words 
which seemed te be “Dem alten 
Vaterland die Treue zu bewelsen”— 
“To show fidelity to the old Father- 
land.” On the other side was writ¬ 
ten, “Gab ich in schwerer Zeit ihm 
Gold fur dieses Elsen”—^“I gave gold 
for this iron in time of stress.” On 
the front was the iron cross with the 
date, 1914, and the initials D. H. G. 
N. Y. Whether these initials refer to 
some German organization in New 
York, or to some person there, or what 
they may signify, is a mystery. 

The strangest part of the affair is 
that the ring is an American product. 
Inside the band appears the legend, 
“Pat. Nov. 24, 1914.” 

But why was the ring dropped near 
Camp Fremont? Is there any con¬ 
nection between it and the recent 
rumor of spies found there? Or was 
some soldier afraid to carry this 
trophy with him when he sailed over¬ 
seas? Or was it, perhaps, in the pos- 
sion of a Palo Altan rather than a 
soldier? All these questions are agi¬ 
tating the guardian of the ring and 
those who have seen this strange bit 
of German jewelry. 

OWNERS OF SHIPYARD 

RESTAURANT SUMMONED 

Deputy Ben. H. Truax on Friday 
served a summons on A. D. Cox and 
Ada Cox, owners of the Shipyard 
Restaurant, ordering their appearance 
in the Superior Court to answer to the 
charge of maintaining a nuisance 
against the public health.

P ICKLED PEPPERS.—Choose ratb- 
er large peppers, wash, clean, cut 
off the tops and scrape out all 
■eeds. Fill with a mixture made as 
follows: To two quarts of finely chop* 
ped cabbage add four large chopped 
onions, about two tablespoonfuls of 
the pepper seed, two tablespoonfuls of 
salt and either two cupfuls of chopped 
celery or half a tablespoonful of cel¬ 
ery seed. Pack the peppers as solidly 
as possible, taking care not to burst 
them, and press the tops back on. Lay 
in Jars or crocks and cover with hot 
vinegar. To a gallon of vinegar uaa 
about half water If the vinegar Is very 
strong. Add four cupfuls of sugar and 
a teaspoonful of mixed spices. An y 
spice liked extra well can be used. 
Cover the peppers and set away whera 
cool. They do not need seallag. Fixed 
In this way they will be ready for UM 
in from two to three weeks and wlU 
keep until the next fall. 

Pepper Relish.—Six red peppers, six 
green peppers, six onions, a cupfnl of 
sugar, a cupful and a half of vinegar, 
two tablespuoufuls of salt Wipe the 
peppers, cut in halves lengthwise, re¬ 
move seeds and stem ends. Peel the 
onion and put all through a meat chop¬ 
per. Cover with boiling water and let 
stand five minutes. Drain and add the 
other ingredients. Bring to boiling 
l)oint and let simmer twenty minutes. 

Carrot Pickle.—Wash carrots thor¬ 
oughly, using a brush to remove all 
dirt. Cut ill two or more pieces of the 
same size so they will cook evenly. 
Boil until tender in salted water, drain, 
and put in Jars. Boil together twe 
cupfuls of vinegar, a cupful of water, 
two cupfuls of sugar and spice to suit 
Pour over carrots and seal In Jars. 

Paste. -Two (luarts of vinegar, a 
cupful and u half of sugar, a cupful of 
flour, a tahlespoonful of tumeric, six 
tahlespoonfuls of mustard. After green 
stufT l.s cooked soft, skim out. After 
paste is cooked mix all together. 

Tomato Ketchiii).—Three quarts of 
sifted ripe tomato, three tahlespoonfuls 
of salt, two ami a half or three table¬ 
spoonfuls of sugar, a cupful and a half 
of vinegar, a small red pepper, a table* 
spoonful or aioro of ground clove, a 
pinch of ginger. Boil slowly four or 
five hours or until it’s thick enough.

The general tone of President ^Vilson’s replies to the German overtures 
have caused a slight disappointment in certain circles both here and abroad. 
The subject of reparation seems to have been carefully left out, and its 
absence invests the messages with a mildness which has exposed our attitude 
as a nation to the criticisms of the overzealous. 

These critics have overlooked the real nature of the German proposals. 
They were a carefully prepared but fairly obvious snare. 

The Prussian diplomat hoped for one of two alternatives; the President 
would either demand reparation to the last penny, or he would agree to an 
armistice. If he did the former the German government could easily in¬ 
terpret the reply to the masses as a proof of allied rapacity; they could 
quote the stupendous figures tabulating the Belgian and Serbian indemnities, 
and with a very little verbal jugglery convince their following that their 
only hope lay in fighting to the last cartridge. Such an answer would 
solidify the half-disintegrated elements in German politics. 

If the President agreed to an armistice it would not only estrange 
France and England from us, but it would give Germany the respite she 
needed to establish new lines of defense. Deported French and Belgian 
captives digging her trenches and making her munitions could be sweated 
for many weeks while plenipotentiaries asked freak riddles across a table. 

Instead, the President has aimed at discrediting the German high com¬ 
mand and the oligarchy of Potsdam. The populace are invited to forsake 
the guidance which gives them military power while it keeps them in quasi¬ 
servitude. They are not threatened with indemnities—just yet. 

But we need not concern ourselves with the question of reparation. 
Though it is not raised just now there is no doubt about its introduction at 
the conference. Belgian plenipotentiaries will be there. French representa- 
l^ives—with long memories—will present a few exercises in scientific book¬ 
keeping. Your Uncle Sam will also find time to rake up a few bygones, and 
the passenger list of the Lusitania will not be the only document in his 
portfolio. 

Germany may have a place at the conference table—or under it—but she 
will do most of the listening.

THE MEN ABROAB. 


All spirituous, vinous, malted, fer¬ 
mented or other intoxicating liquors. 

All kinds of poisons. 

Explosives of all kinds. 

Inflammable materials, including 
matches, or cigar lighters. 

Infernal machines and mechanical, 
chemical or other devices or composi¬ 
tions which may ignite or explode. 

Liquids or liquefiable articles, 
fragile articles and other admissible 
matter when not packed in accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of the 
postal laws. 

All other articles which may kill or 
in any wise hurt, harm or injure an¬ 
other, or damage or deface or other¬ 
wise Injure the mails or other prop¬ 
erty. 

Nothing should go in a Christmas 
parcel which will not keep fresh from 
the time of packing until Christmas. 

Dried fruits and other food products 
should be packed in small tin or 
wooden boxes, one-quarter to one-half 
pound size. 

Hard candy, including chocolate, 
would probably be safe in tinfoil or 
heavy cardboard, but no soft choco¬ 
lates nor anything that could possibly 
be crushed should be used, as the re¬ 
maining contents of the package 
might be spoiled thereby. 

No liquids nor articles packed in 
glass should be placed in the package. 
When the package has been packed, 
it should be taken, unwrapped and 
unsealed, together with the label from 
the man abroad and sufficient postage, 
to the nearest Red Cross room, to be 
Inspected and wrapped for mailing.

(Editorial.) 

Criminal statistics show a most 
alarming increase in child delin¬ 
quency in this country during the 
period elapsing since our entry into 
the war. In some sections the in¬ 
crease is reported, as high as 100 per 
cent, and in all parts of the country 
it is plainly noticeable. 

What is the answer? 

The answer is, that in grappling 
with the great questions arising from 
the world conflict, we have—inad¬ 
vertently, it is true—tended to lose 
sight of an even weightier matter, the 
welfare of our young people. 

America can never afford to neg¬ 
lect her growing children. We are 
to-day the proud nation we are; our 
armies “over there” are the wonder 
of the nations, because in the years 
past the child has held front place in 
every scheme of American life. 

The day is forever past when the 
child can be left to just “come up,” 
and amount to anything. With the in¬ 
creasing complexity of life he de¬ 
mands increased attention if he is to 
escape the multiplying pitfalls in his 
path. 

This country could with profit large¬ 
ly Increase its force of truant officers. 
Every community should maintain 
such an official, and in the present 
conditions, where the attention of our 
men is riveted on the problem of win¬ 
ning the war, the good women should 
be largely intrusted with this impor¬ 
tant duty. In dealing with our youth¬ 
ful delinquents, the elements of love 
and mercy must play a large part, and 
this community has large-hearted, 
noble women who are peculiarly fitted 
for this delicate task . 

Yes, we know our women have a 
large share in the practical affairs of 
the great conflict, but in the interest 
of the future men and women of our 
country, they must open their great 
hearts and look after the growing 
children of the land. 

There is no nobler task that could 
engage their services.

Mix and sift dry ingredients; work 
in shortening with knife or finger tips. 
Gradually add the liquid, mixing with 
a knife to a soft dough. Toss on a 
floured board, pat or roll lightly to 
one-half inch in thickness, cut with a 
biscuit cutter, place in a pan, brush 
over the top with either melted short¬ 
ening or milk. Bake in a hot oven 
12-16 minutes.

Restaurants, Hotels, Will Help 
Save Food for Allies and 
Our Fighters 

The government’s new food conserv¬ 
ation program for public eating places, 
which includes restaurants, hotels, 
clubs, boarding houses and other places 
where cooked food is sold to be eaten 
on the premises, went into effect 
throughout the country on Oct. 21. 

Twelve general orders governing the 
service of food in the public eating 
places, which are mandatory and will 
be rigidly enforced, follow in brief form 
and supersede all prior orders and di¬ 
rections: 

GENERAL ORDER 1. No public 
eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served any bread or other bakery prod¬ 
uct which does not contain at least 20 
per cent of wheat flour subatitutea, nor 
shall it serve or permit to be served to 
any one person at any one meal more 
than 2 ounces of this bread, known as 
Victory Bread, or if no Victory Bread 
is served, more than 4 ounces of other 
breads (such as corn bread, muffins, 
Boston brown bread, etc.). Sandwiches 
or bread served at boarding camps, and 
rye bread containing 50 per cent or 
more of pure rye fiour, are excepted. 

NOTE:—The exception of SAND¬ 
WICHES from the limited portion rule 
Is general and not confined to sand¬ 
wiches served in boarding camps. 

GENERAL ORDER 2. No public 
eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served bread or toast as a garniture or 
under meat. 

GENERAL ORDER 3. No public 
eating-place shall allow any bread to 
be brought to the table until after the 
first course is served. 

NOTE:—When a meal consists of 
ONLY ONE COURSE the bread may be 
served concurrently with the meal. 

GENERAL ORDER 4. No public 
eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served to one patron at any one meal 
more than one kind of meat. For the 
purpose of this rule meat shall be con¬ 
sidered as Including beef, mutton, pork, 
poultry and any by-product thereof. 

GENERAL ORDER 5. No public 
eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served any bacon as a garniture. 

GENERAL ORDER 6. No public 
eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served to any one person at any one 
meal more tnan one-half ounce of but¬ 
ter. 

GENERAL ORDER 7. No public 
eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served to any one person at any one 
meal more than one-half ounce o1 
Cheddar, commonly called American, 
Cheesa. 

GENERAL ORDER 8. No public 
eating-place chr.lt uce or permit the use 
of the sugar bowl on the table or lunch 
counter. Nor shall any public eatinq- 
place serve sugar or permit it to be 
served unless the guest so requests, 
and in no event shall the amount served 
to any one person at any one meal ex¬ 
ceed one teaspoonful or its equivalent. 

GENERAL ORDER 9. No public 
eating-place shall use or permit the use 
of an amount of sugar in excess of two 
pounds for every ninety meals served, 
including all uses of sugar on the table 
and in cooking, excepting such sugsr 
as may be allotted by the Federal Food 
Administrators to hotels holding a bak¬ 
ery license. No sugar allotted for this 
special baking purpose shall be used 
for any other purnose. 

GENERAL ORDER 10. No public 

eating-place shall burn any food or per 

mit any food to be burned, and all 
waste shall be saved to feed animals 
or reduced to obtain fats. 

GENERAL ORDER 11. No public 

eating-place shall display or permit to 
be displayed food on its premises in 
any such manner as may cause its de¬ 
terioration so that It can not be used 
for human consumption. 

GENERAL ORDER 12. No public 

eating-place shall serve or permit to be 
served what is known as double cream 
or cream de luxe; and in any event, no 
cream containing over 20 per cent of 
butter fat shall be served.
